AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 38;
Title 39; Title 43 and Title 44, relative to fowl.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE:

SECTION 1. Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 38, Chapter 3, is amended by adding

the following as a new section:

(1) On or after July 1, 2020, no public funds of this state, or any political
subdivision of this state, shall be allocated to the implementation, regulation, or
enforcement of any federal law, executive order, rule, or regulation regulating the
ownership, use, or possession of chickens, if the expenditure of public funds would
result in the violation of another Tennessee statute, Tennessee common law, or the
Constitution of Tennessee.

(2) On or after July 1, 2020, no personnel or property of this state, or any
political subdivision of this state, shall be allocated to the implementation, regulation, or
enforcement of any federal law, executive order, rule, or regulation regulating the
ownership, use, or possession of chickens, if the use of personnel or property would
result in the violation of another Tennessee statute, Tennessee common law, or the
Constitution of Tennessee.

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare requiring
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
